Awful Loss of Life Occurs lr 


Circus Train Wreck. 


Most of the Bodies Are Mangled and 
Charred So that Identifica­ 
tion Is Impossible. 


Gary, Ind., June 24.—While circus 
officers made frantic efforts to com­ 
pile an accurate list of the victims, 
sixty two bodies of Hagenbeck-Wal­ 
lace circus employes, who perished 
in the wreck 
six miles weal of here, 
rested in temporary morgues here a:id 
nt Hammond. 
Only 24 of the bodies had been Idon 
tided. 
Most of the other corpses 
are charred and mangled beyond rec j 
ognition. Edward M. Ballard, general 
manager of the circus, issued a state­ 
ment saying figures compiled indicat­ 
ed that the death list would total 85. 
He said that a has. ’ check of the s<at 
tered employes showed a list of 60 
missing in addition to the 25 idcnti , 
tied dead. 
It is said that most of the f>0 miss 
Ing were "razorback*” a number of 
whom were negroes. 
Train Master Believed Dead. 
F. 8. Whipple, trainsmaster, also 
has been given up as dead.

Washington, .lune 24.—Though ap 
provul by the house appropriations 
Committee of the largest fortifications 
program ever submitted bv any gov­ 
ernment. it was disclosed that the new’ 
$40,0*Hi,(KIO government plant fot pro­ 
duction of heavy artillery at Nevilld 
Island, in the Ohio river near Pltta- 
burg. is to equal the fatuous Krupp 
plant in Germany. 
Th*- bill carries a total of $5,435.- 
096,224, the principal expenditure be­ 
ing more than a billion dollars for 
heavy artillery. 
Of the entire sum, 
82,000,000,000 is asked as a rash ap­ 
propriation and the remainder for con- 
tract authorizations. 
Heavy Guns Chief Need. 
Plans of the War department for 
carrying the warfare on the Western 
front beyond the trench stage by a 
vast produetion of heavy mountain 
siege and field guns are revealed in 
detail. 
All of the new* heavy guns provided 
for in the bill will be mounted on 
railway cars or motorised for rapid 
transportation, showing the War de­ 
partment, as was recently intimated, 
Is expecting a change from th*- trench 
to the open style pf warfare. 
Based on an American army of 3 • 
Otto,*»00 men, the plans which th** mea­ 
sure supports have been approved by 
the Inter-Allled War council, through 
General Pefshing, it was stated 
by 
Representative Borland of Missouri, 
chairman of the sub-committee which 
framed the bill. The total appropria­ 
tion for heavy guns is ll .229,731,295.

“The band struck up with real 
music and led the boys to the field. 
They'd just formed three sides of a 
square, and the fellows who were go­ 
ing to get the Croix de Guerre lined 
up across the op»n space In it, when 
Heinie lets go over Sieeheprey way 
with a lot of his heavies.
